Congregations of the United Lu­ 
theran church In Pennsylvania will 
be represented by 19$ delegates at 
the forthcoming seventh biennial 
convention of the church, which will 
meet from October 7 to 14, in Mil­ 
waukee. Wisconsin. The convention, 
meeting every two years as the legis­ 
lative body* of the church, is com­ 
posed of an equal number of pastors 
and laymen elected by their district 
synods to discuss and decide the 
policy of the church and its prob­ 
lems. 
The largest of the branches of the 
Lutheran church In the United 
States and Canada, the United Lu­ 
theran church, numbers 1,520,462 
baptized members belonging to 5,515 
congregations. The valuation placed 
upon church edifices, schools, parish 
houses and parsonages is more than 
$150,000,000, while operation of local 
congregational activities requires an 
annual outlay of about $19,000 000 
Missionary and philanthropic ef­ 
forts require an expenditure each 
year of $23,186,401, The missionary, 
philanthropic, and educational and 
other interests of the church will be 
presented by almost fifty officials, 
boards and committees scheduled to 
report to the convention during 
seven active days of business ses­ 
sions.
